OTTAWA, Jan. 16, — (Canadian 
Press)—A promise that the unem- 


ployed situation in Toronto would be 
dealt with at the earliest possible 
date, but that the pending by-elec- 
tions interfered with immediate con- 
sideration by the government, was 
stated by Hon. H, 8. Beland, minister 
of soldiers’ civil re-establishment, and 
Hon. James Murdock, minister of la- 
bor, today, to a deputation represent- 
ing Toronto soldier organizations. Mr. 
Murdock indicated that unemploy- 
ment generally was receiving the 
most serious consideration. The fed- 
eral government had expended $210,- 
000 in bearing one-third—the share 
of special municipal works for the re- 
lef of unemployed, and of this sum 
$108,000 had gone to the city of To- 
ronto. 

The deputation emphasized that 
work was being sought, and said that
